Editors OConditution: The Capital was 
never duller, dusticr or more deserted than 
during the present week. The North Caro- 
lina election stimulated us for aviagne, but the 
excitement bas now died out, leaving us

more depressed than before. The exceedingly Sam Bard and Grant’s Letters to 


hot weather, the malaria in the air, the pene- 
trating dust, which finds its way into the 
lungs, have driven even the cant-get-aways 
out of town, and among them your corres 
pondent, who has just ‘now returned from a 
brief visit to Piney Point, s little watering 
place on the Potomac, known as the 
Lang EBrasch of this section. In 
appearance it reminded me _ strongly 
of the watering places om Lake Ponche 
train. A short dist nce from the bend 
stand the hotel baildings and a row of cot- 
tages, neatly painted, and with shade trees 
before them. The rooms are nicely furnish- 
ed, supplied with every requisite, and are 
kept scrupulously neat and clean. The table 
is good, and the fish, crabs, and oysters 
which garnish it are taken fresh from the 
water. A short (distance from shore one may 
fich for sheepshead; crabs in apy quantity 
may be cangiit from the wharf ; there are sail 
beste for hire: aten pin alley and dancing 
every evening. The days are pleasant, the 
nights cool, and yet Piney Point is but eight 
hours journey by steamboat from Washing- 
ton. The wonder is that it is not better 
patronized. Last week there were only some 
fifty guests, and these, for the most part, el- 
derily people and children. I suppose it is 
not gay enough for the young folks. All the 
residents in this section are for Greeley. I 
did not hear of an exception. The old fei-
